HAVING closed the investigation committed to us by Ilis Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, in consequence of the proceedings of the honourable House of Commons 
upon the Report of the Select Committee to whom the consideration of our 
Ninth Report was referred, we have now the honour to transmit to you the results 
'or that investigation in the subjoined Report. 

Considering the importance of the subject, and the nature and character of the 
proceedings, it ap^ars to us expedient that our Report should be accompanied 
not only by the evidence and documents on which it is founded, but by a fill ex- 
posmon of the course and progress of the measures we have taken, under the 
^ders of Government, in discharging the duty required of us on this occasion 
This object, we have felt, would be most satisfactorUy effected by including in the 
^ exed Ap^ndix the correspondence constituting the iustructions under^ which 
we haveacmd, together with the correspondence with the Lord 000^80™ 
•which has been the medium of our communication with his Lordship. 

We think it incumbent on us to observe, that we have confined our Report to 
topics of public concern embraced in our instructions, not considering any matter 
merely of a controversial tendency as falling within the scope of theL
